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U.S. Department of Education's Cash Management Policies for Grants 

As the new fiscal year swings into place, it's a good time to remind grant recipients of existing 

cash management requirements regarding grant payments, with a focus on the necessity of 

returning interest earned (if any) on federal funds received in advance of the expenditure.  This 

would only occur in rare situations in Wisconsin as we use a draw down method for grant 

payments. In Wisconsin, districts receive funds by claiming after the expenditure has been 

incurred.

In addition, 

please make sure that the staff listed as contacts are the individuals who can answer questions 

regarding the information submitted on the budgets. The process for review significantly slows 

down when the contact person listed is unable to answer the Special Education Team consultant's 

questions on budget items.
